I haven't heard anything definite in this matter from 
Cum Posey, but I understand that he is contacting his Senators 
to find out whether it would be possible to stop the issuing of 
a Visa or passport to Gibson, to prevent hin from leaving this 
Countity for Mexico. 


In view of this situation, I'd suggest that you write 
all the Negro National League club owners immediately and 
recommend to then that they try to reach their United states 
Senators and blook the issuing of visas and passports to those 
players of the Negro National League who contemplate leaving the 
Country. If necessary we oan submit the players lists of each 
team for them to check with when requests are made for visas and 
passports. .
